Thus, my friends, although it Was aw 
that the Carey of our Family as at that time

And now, my brethren, foraſmuch as I have 
ſhewn you, that the Giants of my late Hiſtory, ſo 
variouſly and ſhrewdly applied by the Incenious, 
to Modern Miniſters, Juſtices, Privy Counſellors, 
Judges, Mayors, Sheriffs, Aldermen, &c. &c.

thus far only, had I limited my Opera to Nature 
and to. Truth as ſet down and preſcribed in the 


' Divine Ox TINA, that power is not on earth 


who. could have called me to queſtion, But, inaſ- 
much as I added a fifth and untimely act thereto, 


inaſmuch as I carried the preſent times into futuri- 
_ ty, and untruly and rann and audaciouſly 
UCL T | 1 tet 
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ſet forth, that the might of Giantiſm was already 
conquered, and that Goopwesss was prevalent 


and triumphant among us, 1 juſtly ſuffer the pe- 
nalty of this my error and my arrogance. 


However, I would not have you be ignorant, 
that I am the leaſt of many writers, both modern 
and ancient, both ſacred and profane, who have 
undertaken to treat of theſe things. And you 
will find throughout the pages of Authentic Holi- 
neſs, that all of this Reprobate and Enormous 
Race have ever been the Enemies of Virtue and 
Opponents of the ALmicnTy ; and that no Giant 
whatever, whether of Cain or of Nimrod, a ſon of 
Amalek or of Philiſtim, hath yet drawn a ſword 
in favour of EqQuiTy ; or hath at any time ariſen, 
from the beginning until now, a Par Ro or LI- 
BERTY, or CHAMPION FOR TRUTH, 


And in the gigantic days of Rome and of Cæſar, 
two Seers aroſe who propheſied of theſe matters ; 
and the firſt was called Virgilius, and the ſecond 
was called Ovidius. And the firſt took his para- 
ble from foreign parts, and ſaid, 


That in Sicily there dwelled a nation of tremen- 
dous inhabitants, whoſe inſtitution was Iniquity, 
and whoſe prey was Man. And their ſtature was 
lifted up in the height of Ambition, and their 


arms ee forth to the extent of Power. And 
5 | their 
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their taſk was, in the forge of infernal operations, 


to frame thunders for the ſpreading of death and 


1 


of terror, and weapons for hoſtility, and imple- 
ments for miſchief. But, foraſmuch as their 
Hands did outnumber their Optics, this prophet 
did thereby give his readers to underſtand, that 
the Authority of Giantiſm did ſurpaſs its Intellects, 
and that its Force was twofold the extent of its 
Diſcernment. Moreover, he tells us, that under 
the appearance of Ulyſſes and his train, Know- 
ledge came upon this land, and Wiſdom viſited 
this people: and that, in the ſemblance of Eneas 
and the Gods of his Hearth, Piety and Hoſpitali- 
ty would have intruded among them. But they 
looked upon Wiſdom as an enemy to their policy, 
and on Piety as an enemy to the idols of their 
worſhip. And ſome of theſe meſſengers they pro- 
hibited their ſhores, and others they flaughtered, 
and others they devoured ; and the chiefs of theſe 
ambaſſies with difficulty eſcaped, to Carry to other 
climates the benefits of their viſitation. And for- 


| aſmuch as this prophet, in this his hiſtory of the 


Cyclopes, did according to the nature and vera- 
city of things, and gave glory and, honour and 
conqueſt ro Giantiſm, he was approved by the 
Wealthy, and careſſed by the Great, and received 
praiſe and remuneration from the a ones of 
Jus country. 


And the other Seer, even as 1 have done took up 


his ROI from ancient times. And he lift vp 
| 4 his 
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his voice and cried aloud to all people, that 
„ Grantiſm was Iniquity; and that Goopwess 


« was richer than Gold, and more honourable 
«© than Power.“ 


And he ſung, that in the days of old there were 
Giants in the land, who were the ſons of the earth 
and the boiſterous progeny of the elements; and 
they were a people of magnitude, and enormity, 
and renown throughout the world, and of pro- 
digious deeds, and of peſtilentious atchievements; 
and they graſped the Eaſt with their right hand, 
and with their left they laid hold upon the Weſt; 
and with their head they appeared to puſh the ſtars 
-from their ſeats, ſo highly did they move in the 
Pride of their Exaltation. Yet their ſteps were 
-not formed to the ,ways of Humanity, for they 
walked upon the feet of the Dragon and of the 
Old Serpent; and they ſeized upon the earch with 
all its inhabitants, and moved: countries to and 
fro, and transferred nations at pleaſure, And 
they ſaid among themſelves, What is Heaven 
e that we ſhould fear, and what is Righteouſneſs 
4 that we ſhould obſerve? Our will is the law, 
and our pleaſure is the end, and our power is 
«. the compals and execution thereaf.” And for- 
aſmuch as they had heard that there was Equity 
above, and vengeance in the Hands of Ons ſliled 
the ALMIGHTY ; they proclaimed loud war againſt 
h government and againſt order, and attempted the

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throne and the habitation of SupREMACY: and 

they rent the hills and the promontories from their 
ancient foundations, and piled Offa upon Olym- 
pus, and Pelion upon Offa; and they ſcaled ' the 
Heavens, and belched forth their blaſphemies in 
the face of ET ERXAL TruTH, and hurled up the 
weapons of enmity and defiance, But JueiTzR 
ſent forth Minerva and Aſtræa, the TnunbERkER 
gave commiſſion to the diſpenſers of Wiſdom and 
of Equity; and Wiſdom was cloathed with power, 
and Equity with terror; and the Giants were diſ- 
comfited, and the mountains which they had rear-
